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Mr. Crittenden and tlie War. 

Resolved by the House of Representa- 
tives of the Congress of the United State*, 
That the present deplorable civil war has 
been forced upon the country by th£ disunion- 
ists of the Southern Stages, now in revolt 
aunin.it the constitutional government, and 
in arms around tlx* Capital. 

That in this national oniersfeney, Congress, 
lmnishintr. all (baling* of passion and mere re- 
sentment, will reeullcet only its duty to the 
whole country. 

That this is not a war waged on their part 
in any spirit of oppression, nor for any p.ir- 
pose of conquest tor subjugation, nor purpose 
of overthrowing or interfering with the rights 
or established institutions of those States, but 
to defend and maintain the supremacy of the 
Constitution, and to preserve the Union with 
all the dignity, equality, and rights of the 
several States unimpaired; and that as soon as 
these objects arc accomplished the war ought 
to cease. 

We promptly published the foregoing 
when it flr-t appeared in the telegraphic dis- 
patches; but we refrained any commentary 
upon it, fearing the telegraphic report might 
prove inaccurate. Now that we have the res- 
olution ill its perfect form, wo have n few 
words to say upon it. 

The resolution was introduced into the 
House bv our own Representative, Mr. Crit- 
tenden, who. if elected to Congress, wc wero 
promised by his partisans in the canvass, 
would bring us speedy psueo, and by his im- 
measurable Iftdueuee, would pass measures 
through Congress for the reconstruction of 
the Union. Wc do not claim that he should 
be held responsible for the silly pledges of 
in- shallow friends. It is enough to hold him 
to his own pledges ; nnd we have too much of 
the sense of Justice to judge him by any other 
standard than his own acts, lie is the undis- 
puted author of the resolution which stands 
at the head of this article. On that, we have 
to say, first, that its whole scope is, according 
to our understanding, utterly inconsistent 
with the professed object of the Border 
Slave States Address, which looked to peace- 
ful, not warlike measures, for the restoration 
of the I'nion; and second, even" if wc misap- 
prehended the object of the Border Conven- 
tion, of which Mr. Crittenden was President, 
the predicate laid down in the above resolu- 
tion is both lame and groundless. "We deny 
that this deplorable civil war has been forced 
upon the country by the disunionists of the 
Southern States now in revolt against the 
constitutional government, and in arms 
around the capital; and of course wo reject all 
deductions drawn from the unwarranted as- 
sumption. The war was the neccs-arv conse- 
quence of the unconstitutional aggressions 
made upon the South by the North. We 
need not recite the long list id' such grievan- 
ces. They are sufficiently indicated in the 
amendments to the Constitution and the ad- 
ditions to the Statutes, proposed by Mr. Crit- 
tenden himself, when, beforo this coercive 
war actually began, he felt himself at liberty 
to act out his own convictions. Wo need no 
other record than that to show the origin of 
this unholy war waged by a Usurper and 
Military Despot to enforce the very aggres- 
sions upon the South which Mr. Crittenden's 
amendments were intended to repel. And it 
is sufficient evidence of the injustice of the ' 
charge that this war was brought on by South- 
ern disunionists, that the adoption of Mr. Crit- I 
tendon's just measures would have prevented 
the war and preserved the Union. Jeff Da- 
vis hirr.se'.f, now President of the Confeder- 
ate States, nnd Robert Toombs, now Secre- 
tary of State, both declared in the presence 
of Mr. Crittenden that the adoption of his 
measures would be satisfactory to the South. 
Wo believe they were as honest in this declara- 
tion as was Mr. Crittenden in proposing his 
measures. We believe they as faithfully re- 
presented Southern sentiment and feeling in 
the deolaratioT as did Mr. Crittenden Ken- 
tucky sentiment and feeling in offering his 
measures. Wo sincerely believe that Davis. 
Toombs, and other Southern leaders, as earn- 
estly desired the preservation of the Union, 
on terms honorable and just to all sides, as 
did Mr. Crittenden himself. The difference 
between them was, as it seems to us, that 
while Mr. Crittenden deemed it desirable to 
secure the constitutional rights of the South 
by his amendments, they deemed it indispen- 
sable. He was willing to continue in the 
Union, though the constitutional rights of its 
members wero subjected to continual aggres- 
sion; they regarded a I'nion held together by 
mere force, failing in its objects, and defeating 
the very ends for which it was formed, as 
not only not just government, but a mockery, 
a fraud anda tyranny, to which it was ruin and 
dishonor to submit. Mr. Crittenden, neither 
in the Border Convention nor ip Congress, 
has renewed his propositions. It is no ex- 
cuse to say they would be rejected by Con- 
gress and by the people of the North. That ,is 
true enough ; hut if they were just, he should 
have pressed them again, and again, and 
again, until by their moral force they pre- 
vailed. But instead of this, what has been 
done? He has offered and secured tho pas- 
sage of the above resolution by a House which 
has voted five hundred thousand men and 
live hundred million dollars for tho prosecu- 
tion of tho war! History will welcome him 
to all the honors due to such a statesman-like 
aehievment! Instead of any measure of peace, 
he has given us a denunciation of his South- 
ern peers who labored earnestly to pass the 
measures which he deemed necessary, at one 
time, to preserve the Union, ami who would 
have been content therewith, and followinz 



this most unkind and unjust denunciation, he 
gives us a programme tor the prosecution of 
the war, the effect of which, instead of restor- 
ing fraternity, will embitter tho hatred of the 
belligerents; instead of sustaining the Gov- 
ernment, will destroy it; instead of re-con- 
structing the Union, will shatter it into frag- 
ments! Else, does Mr. Critteadcn, or any 
thinking man believe, or hope, that the brave 
people of the South, represented by the vic- 
tors of Manassas, can bo whipped into obedi- 
ence to the rule of an acknowledged Usurper, 
to wlu>m they would regard it both ruin and 
dishonor to submit? Mr. Crittenden ought 
to know — for it is tho duty of statesmanship 
to study the temper of men — that the South- 
ern pcop'.e can die, but cannot submit to ty- 
ranny. 

To say that this war was brought on by 
Southern disunionists. reaches not to the core 
of the matter. It is a shallow utterance, 
which neither statesmanship nor history will 
be content withal. It is al>out as respectable 
an assertion as would be the assertion of a 
British statesman or historian, that the Amer- 
ican revolution Was brought on by the rebels 
of Massachusetts, who opposed the armed 
forces of the then government at Lexington 
and Concord and Bunker Hill. 

We do not at all question Mr. Crittenden's 
patriotism or devotion to the I'nion. We 
cordially concede both. But the modes by 
which ho manifests them, are what. we do 
question. His course, in our judgment, will 
not only not preserve tho government and re- 
store the I'nion, but lead to the utter de-t ruc- 
tion of both. The Government and the Union 
can only exist on tlie foundations of fraternity 
and mutual respect fo* the rights of the 
States. This war is utterly do-tr ictive of all 
that. A brave and free people cannot be 
subjugated by the sword; and the only hope 
of the future rests in the recognition of the in- 
dependence of the Confederate States. 



Intestine War Among the Irrepressibles. 

There is one good symptom manifesting 
itself as a product of the terrible defeat of the 
Federal army at Manassas. The blood-thirsty 
Irrepressibles who unite in supporting the 
war policy of the Usurper, aro getting up a 
very interesting quarrel among themselves, 
which, let it result as it may respecting the 
wicked factions, cannot but end in good for 
the unhappy country cursed by the rule of a 
military despot and tyrant. The quarrel is on 
the point whether Gen. Seottt or tho Cabinet 
shall fall.- They cannot both officially co-ex- 
ist. Either tho Cabinet must go under, or 
Scott will bo relieved from the command. 
Tho old chief has emphatically thrown the 
blanio of his shameful defeat ut Manassr.s 
from his own shoulders and saddled it on the 
Cabinet; and this-is an implied reflection on the 
Usurper, styling himself President. Making 
such an issue as that is utterly incompatible 
with his retaining the command, unless with* 
the sacrifice of the Cabinet. If the Usurper 
sided with Scott and was overruled by a ma- 
jority of his Cabinet, he may dismiss the lat- 
ter and retain Scott. If otherwise, the Chief 
will at least be relieved, if not dismissed from 
service; for wo do not believe lie has the 
pluck to resign. The Irrepressibles, we have 
no doubt, have distrusted him from tho first, 
and now that an issue is made up, growing 
out of their awful discomfiture at ManasKas, 
they will not hesitate to make tlio old warrior 
a victim to their rage. The Cabinet anil the 
General-in-Chief at war among themselves is 
a -tate of caso utterly inadmissable. Our 
opinion is that Scott will go under in tlus con- 
flict. There is much significance in the an- 
nouncement that Gen. McClellan is intrusted 
with almost plenary powers, substantially 
those of Commander-in-Chief. This is a par- 
tial degradation of Scott, and it will soon be 
made complete. But whatever direction the 
feud may take, the effect will be good for the 
country. The war party are the deadliest 
foes to the institutions and liberties of tho j 
country, and wc chronicle their intestine j 
feuds with joy and hope. It would be a bless- 
ing to mankind if they make the fight among 
themselves a complete Kilkenny-cat affair, 
leaving nothing but the ends of their tails on 
the battle ground.

And this tax is to enable the Administra- 
tion to raise only thirty millions of the five 
hundred millions voted by Congress to carry- 
on the war for a single year. 

Kentucky must pay her sharo of the five 
hundred hiillions as well as of the thirty mil- 
lions. 

If her share of fifteen millions is ono mil- 
linn and a half, what will be her proportion 
of five hundred millions? 

It is a plain sum in thesingle rule of three. 
Any school boy can work it out. Let all trv 
it. 

The total State taxation of Kentucky is 
about one million of dollars, and this could 
hardly be rui-ed last year — this could not be 
raised last year. Wo all remember that 
sheriff after sheriff' came before the last Leg- 
islature and said their" people could not pay 
their taxi s and asked further time .in which 
to make their colh-ctions.

Constitution. 
Tliu*. feUow-citizen-i. the President, the 
House of Representatives, nnd tlie .Senate, 
Concur in declaring soleninlv tliat the object 
of the war on the part of the Government i- 
simply and purely to preserve the Union and 
the Constitution. To what more could the 
Government pledge itself.' What more 
could a patriot ask ? — Lou. Jour. 

Tho Journal, after quoting a declaration by 
the President that he doesn't propose to coerce 
or subjugate the seceded States, and a similar 
declaration by Congress coupled with a state- 
ment that the war is waged by the North to 
maintain the supremacy of the Constitution, 
inquires, " What more could a patriot ask Y '' 

To which we reply : 

'■ A patriot " should ask that the P csident 
and the Congress shall not stultify themselves 
by acts which give the lie to their solemn de- 
clarations — that fair words shall not precede 
deeds of such atrocity as nnd no place in the 
records of the present century — that promises 
and pledges shall not be broken simultaneous- 
ly with their announcement — that shameless 
falseheoa and foul perjury .-hall not be justly 
laid at the door of the Chief Executive officer 
in. the Government, nor coVor with infamy the 
Representatives of the people and of the 
States in the National Legislature — every pa- 
triot may ask, all good citizens should de- 
mand, that the President vhall protect, pre- 
serve, and defend the Constitution of the 
United States, nnd to tho best of his ability 
faithfully execute the laws, and that for any 
violation of his sacred oath to do the one or 
the other he shall be impeached by the Con- 
gress. 

A\ hat aro the facta: 

Ollidal statements, when contradicted by 
facts known to the world, partisan resolutions 
adopted to deceive nnd mi-lead a confiding 
public, both intended to conceal the truth, and 
to shield the guilty from the vengeance of the 
people, should not be suffered to pass unques- 
tioned when the means of exposure are at 
hand, nor will cither be quoted in defense of 
the crimes they were designed to conceal but 
by those who would make themselves parties 
to the conspiracy. 

On the 4th day of March, 1861, Abraham 
Lincoln took the following oath : 

"I do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of President of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability, 
preserve, protect, and defend the Constitution 
of the United States." 

Since that date, he has. in person, or through 
his agents and officers, violate ! that Constitu- 
te 'ii. and thereby broken his solemn oath, in 
the following particulars: 

1. In declaring war against the Confederate 
States. 

2. In regulating commerce between the 
several States, and in annihilating it between 
a portion of ilium. 

8. In raising armies. 

4. In increasing tho naval force of the 
country. 

6. In suspending the writ of halvas corpttx. 
<S. In giving a preference to the ports of one 

State over those of another. 

7. In drawing money from the treasury for 
purposes for which uoappropriations had been 
mad'; by law. 

8. In sending troops into States when pro- 
tection against domestic violence had not been 
applied for by the Governors or Legislatures 
thereof, and not to aid the Federal officers in 
executing any legal process. 

9. In violating treaties made and entered 
into between the United States and foreign 
powers, by closing to such power- a portion of 
the ports of States which he claims are yet 
part of the Confederacy. 

10. In abridging the freedom of speech, 
as witnessed by the arrest of many citizens 
in the District* of Columbia and elsewhere 
for condemning the course of the Adminis- 
tration. 

11. In abridging the freedom of the press, 
as witnessed in the suppression by armed 
force of the Missouri State Journal and other 
papers in that State. 

12. In infringing the right of the people 
te bear arms, n s in Missouri anil Maryland. 

13. In viidating "the right of the people to 
bo secure in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects against unreasonable searches and 
seizures. " 

14. In arresting citizens without warrants is- 
sued upon probable cause and supported by 
oath or affirmation, or any legal process what- 
ever. 

15. In depriving citizens of liberty without 
due process of law. 

lfi. In talcing private property for public 
use without just compensation. 

17. In denying to the accused in criminal 
prosecutions the right to a speedy and public 
trial by an Impartial jury of the State and 
District in which the crime is charged to have 
been committed. 

18. In entirely superseding the civil by 
the military law in whole cities and districts. 

These things have all been done in lex than 
five months — done in contempt of the Consti- 
tution and iti violation of his oath — done in 
the face of the American people and of the 
■world: and yet the Journal quotes an equiv- 
ocal declaration made by this man. this traitor 
to his country, this violator of his oath, this 
wicked and perfidious monster, to convince 
the people of Kentucky that the Constitution 
has thus been overthrown and trampled un- 
der foot in order to preserve it! 

Nor is the other witness introduced by the 
Journal more credible. 

Tho members of Congress are each required 
to take an oath to support the Constitution of 
the United Stafes. 

The members of the present Congress have 
all taken this oath. 

Yet. on assembling in the capitol, their at- 
tention was called by the President and Cabi- 
net to the fact that the Administration had 
usurped powers not delegated to the Execu- 
tive; some of which are expressly denied to 
all the departments of the Government com- 
bined, with the request that they legalize the 
encroachment by the Executive on the powers 
conferred on them and on the rights of the 
people — they were asked to recognize, and le- 
galize tho violation of the Constitution and the 
perjury of the President. 

It is their sworn duty to support the Consti- 
tution— it is their duty to impeach any officer 
of the Federal Government who may be guil 
ty of treason, bribery, and other high crimes 
and misdemeanors; but in contempt of this 
oath and this duty, they have, either directly 
or indirectly, indorsed and sustained the un- 
heard-of-before usurpations of the Executive; 
they have sanctioned the overthrow of the 
Constitution; they have consented to the es- 
tablishment of a one man power in place of 
the free government erected by our fathers ; 
they have betrayed the people, and abandoned 
the liberties of the country to the mercy of the 
President. 

This Oongrcfg, making the dissolution of the 
Union irretrievable bv the prosecution of the 
war against the South, sanctioning, in viola- 
tion of their own oaths, the destruction of the 
Constitution, and voting 500,001) men and 
8500,000,000 to subjugato the Confederate 
States, brand themselves with eternal infamy 
by resolving that the war is waged by them, 
not to subjugate the South, but to maintain 
and defend the supremacy of the Constitu- 
tion, and to "preserve'* the Union; and the 
monstrous lie is quoted by the Journal to sat- 
isfy the people of the State that a policy based 
on a broken Constitution, and supported by- 
falsehood and perjury, should be sustained by 
them, even while it is working their ruin nnd 
subverting their liberties.

THE BATTLE OF MANASSAS. 

A Mcnorable Day — Great Victory — AVn- 
inckians in the Fujht — .1 .svV</ Dny — Deten- 
tion of the Kentucky Boys Sy <* Rnitroad 
Accident — A Yankee Trie/. — Southern troops 
Firing into each other — Graphic Account of 
the Fight. 

[Special Correspondence Louisville Courier.] 
.Man assas. V v.. Monday, July 22. 
Sunday, July 21st. will ever be a memora- 
ble day in the annals of America. Next to 
tho sacred Sabbath of stir independence it 
will bo the eventful era in thehistory of repub- 
lican governments. The military despotism 
or the North, proud, arrogant, and confident, 
has been met in the open field, and the true 
chivalry of the South, relying only upon the 
justness of their cause, though comparatively 
weak in numbers, have gained a victory 'hat 
in completeness has never been paralleled in 
history since the American continent first 
dawned from its ocean girt womb upon the 
eyes of tho long discoverer. But tho victory 
has been dearly won — purchased indeed with 
the heart's blood of thousands of the bravest 
and truest men of the Confederate Stale-. 
Hut this blood will not only cry aloud to the 
heavens for vengeance, but so fructify the soil 
of the South that hero more than elsewhere 
will ever bloom and blossom the glorious tree 
of liberty. 

It was not the good fortune of your corres- 
pondent to be in the engagement, that por- 
tion of Ben. Johnston's army to which the 
Kentucky Battalion is attached bavins been 
detained at Piedmont by a railroad accident. 
We reached the field of battle just as the vic- 
tory had been gained, and only had the 
mingled satisfaction and sorrow of joining in 
the huzzas and uniting in the sad lamenta- 
tions. 

The battle opened on Sunday morning about 
five o'clock, near Bull's Kan, some four miles 
from Manassas Junction, the Federals ad- 1 
vancing with an immense column, 54,0'JO 
strong, under Gen. McDowell. The engage- 
ment was not general, the artillery only play- 
ins at intervals, until seven o'clock, when the 
firing of cannon and musketry became very 
hot and the action was fairly opened. Here 
an unfortunate mistake for a time threw our 
line into confusion. The Yankees, infamous 
in their tricks of war, as well as trade, ad- 
vanced a largo column headed by the Confed- 
erate Hag, and when within fifty yards opened 
a deadly fire upon the Fourth Alabama Reg- 
iment. This caused a retreat, which the 
South Carolinians observing, they opened 
upon the Alabamians, thinking them ene- 
mies, nnd nearly deciminnting their ranks. 

About t'ne same time. Gen. Beauregard 
heard heavy firing several miles to the right, 
and Immediately went with our main body 
to The scene of supposed conflict. B it this 
was another decoy. The Yankees had sent 
a large quantity of ordnance with only men 
sufficient to man the guns, so as to distract the 
attention of our forces from the main point of 
attack. Quickly discovering the ruse, Beaure- 
gard double quicked his troops to the former 
battle field from which we had been driven 
back some two miles. Now came the tug of 
war. 

The fortunes of the day were evidently 
against us. Some of our best officers had 
been slain and the flower of our army lay 
strewn upon the field, ghastly in death or 
gaping with wounds. At noon the cannon- 
ading is described as terrirtic. It was an in- 
cessant roar for more than two hours, the ha- 
voc and devastation at this time being fearful. 
McDowell, with the aid of Patterson's divis- 
ion of twenty thousand, had very nearly out- 
flanked us, and were just in the act of possess- 
ing themselves of the railway to l'iehmond. 
Then all would have been lost. But most 
opportunely, I may say Providentially, at 
this juncture. Gen. Johnston, with tho rem-' 
riant of his division — our armv, as we fondly 
call it, for we have been friends and brothers 
in camp and field for three months — reap- 
peared and made one other desperate struggle 
to obtain the vantage ground. Elscy's bri- 
gade of Marylanders and Virginians, led the 
charge, and right manfully did they execute 
tho work. Gen. Johnston himself led the 
advance, nnd wild with delirium, his ten 
thousand advanced in hot haste upon three 
times their number. Twice was Sherman s 
battery, that all day long had proven so de- 
structive, charged and taken, and our men 
driven back. The third time, Virginians, 
Carolinians, Missi.-sippians, and LouisianMns, 
captured the great guns, and maintained their 
po-ition. 

About tho piece* tho dead and wounded 
lav live deep, so protracted and deadly hail 
been the struggle. Now hope acrain dawned 
upon us, and just as the tide seemed turning 
in our favor, another good omen illumined the 
fortunes of the day that at times seemed so 
ill-starred. Biding in a half column along 
our lines was a single horseman with hat in 
hand, waving to the men, and speaking brief 
words of encouragement. By intuition all 
knew that this was President Davis, and such 
a shout as made the welkin ringarose — a shout 
of joy and defiance. The President had just 
arrived by special train from Richmond, and 
Providence appeared to be with us again. 
The contest was no longerdoubtful. As I heard 
one of the officers say. our men could have 
Whipped legions of devils. The word "Onward! 
was given, Davis, bareheaded, in the van. No 
more lingering or dallying. It was a grand 
and sublime onset of a few determined sons 
of liberty against the legions of despotism. 
The lines of the enemy were broken, their 
columns put to flight, and until after dark the 
pursuit was continued. The route was com- 
plete. Off scampered the Yankees, throwing 
away guns, knapsacks, clothing nnd every- 
thing that could retard their progress. Thus 
was tho day won, nnd the long bright Sab- 
bath closed, a lovely full moon looking down 
calmly and peacefully upon the bloodiest 
field that the Continent of America ever wit- 
nessed. 

Our loss is fully two thousand killed and 
wounded. Among tho killed are Gen. Bee, 
of South Carolina, Gen. E. K. Smith, Gen. 
Bartow, of Georgia, Col. Moore, and all the 
Alabama field officers. Col. Fisher, and the 
North Carolina field officers, Adjutant Branch, 
of Georgia, and a host of other leading men. 

Thos. G. Duncan, of Nelson county, Ky., 
was in the fight, and shot through the left 
shoulder. His wound is not dangerous. 

Col. Barbour, of Louisville. Cap! Menifee 
and Shelby Cult'oy, of Kentucky, were in the 
hottest of "the fight. 

We took thirteen hundred prisoners, sixty 
pieces of artillery, ten thousand stand of 
arms, and an immense amount of baggage. 

This is a sad day. The rain is pouring in 
torrents. Tho killed and wounded are be- 
ins brought in by hundreds, and a gloom per- 
vades all hearts, that even the sense of our 
great victory cannot relieve.

XXXVIITH CONGRESS -Callod Ssssion.' 

Washington, July 29. 

Senate — Mr. Fcssenden, from the Commit- 
tee on Finance, reported back the supplemen- 
tary of the act authorizing a loan, with amend- 
ment. The amendment authorizes the issue 
of five dollar treasury notes. The amendment 
was agreed to nnd the bill passed. 

Mr. Hale reported for tho Committee of 
Conference on the bill to appoint an Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. The report was 
agreed to and the bill passed. Also the report 
of the Committee of Conference on the lull 
increasing the medical corps of the Navy. 
The report was agreed to and the bill stands 
passed. The bill provides that no person shall 
sell intoxicating drinks to soldiers of the Uni- 
ted Stales on penalty of a fine of $25 for each 
offense. Passed. 

Mr. Wilson, from the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, reported back the bill to purchase 
arms, ordinance, &c. The bill makes an ap- 
propriation of 510,000.000. Passed. 

Tbe consideration of the memorials of the 
Police Commissioners and Mayor of Balti- 
more was postponed till to-morrow. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, the ques- j 
lion being an amendment providing for a 
tax of 50 per cent, on an income over SI.- 1 
0J0, except tho income be derived from the 
Government securities, which aro to be taxed 
21 per cent., which was agreed to. 

Mr. Saulsbury moved to strike out the tax 
of four cents on coffee. Lost. 

Tho bill was further discussed nnd the 1 
amendments of the Committee finally adopt- 
ed. 

A message was received from the House 
that it had passed the bill for the purchase of; 
arms, ic, by common consent. The bill was 
taken up and passed. , 

The consideration of the Tariff bill was re- 
sumed, but for want of a quorum the Senate 
adjourned. 

Washington, July 30. 

Senate. — The bill prohibiting thp sale of 
intoxicating liquors in the District of Colum- 
bia to soldiers — passed. 

The House then passed the Senate bill to 
punish fraud in contracts with the United 
States. 

Mr. Dawes called up the Oregon contested 
election case. The Committee on Elections 
reported that Mr. Sheil was entitled to a scat 
and not Mr. Thayer. The former was then 
sworn in. 

Tho joint resolution approving the acts of 
the President were taken up. 

Mr. Poarce spoke at some length against 
the resolution, and said tho President bad no 
power to suppress the writ of habeas corpus 
or imprison the police commissioners of Bal- 
timore. Tho resolution was postponed till to- 
morrow. 

The tariff bill wasthen taken up and pass- 
ed by the following vote-: Yea — Anthony, 
Baker, Clarke, Collamer, Cowan, Dixon, 
Doolittte, Fessonden, Foot, Foster, Howe, 
King. Lane, of Ind., McDoug.nl. Morrill. 
Pomeroy, Simmons, Sumner, Ten Eyclc, 
Wilkinson, Wilroot, Wilson. 22. Nays — 
Bayard, Breckinridge, Bright, Browning. 
Carlisle, Grimes, Harlow. Harris, Johnston of 
Tenn., Johnson, of Mo., Kennedy. Lane, 
Latham Pearce. Polk, Powell, like, Saulsbu- 
ry. and Trumbull— 18. 

The bill to suppress insurrection was taken 
up. 

Mr. Trumbull spoke in favor of it. 

A message from the House, announeins the 
pa-sage of tho tax bill and a resolution to ad- 
journ on Fridny, was recrived. 

The tax bill was taken up and referred to 
the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. McDougal spokeat some length. He con- 
tended that tire President was perfectly justifi- 
ed in all hi' had done. 

After further discussion tbe bill was post- 
poned till to-morrow, and made the special or- 
der for 1 o'clock. 

A message was received from the House 
that they had disagreed to tho amend- 
ment to tho tariff bill, and asked a 
convention of conference. Such committee 
was appointed, and the Senate then adjourn- 
ed. 

Houstc. — Mr. Olin. from the Military Com- 
mittee, reported a bill adding to tho West 
Point Cadets a number equal to that of Sena- 
tors and Representatives, to be selected from 
the States on the recommendation of the mem- 
bers of Congress as prescribed by the former 

law. When the li-ts neglect to send Repre- 
sentatives to Congress, the President shall fill 
that vacancies corresponding with the repre- 
sentation of such districts. All cadets now in 
or who may hereafter enter the Military 
Academy shall swear to support the Consti- 
tution, bear true allegiance to the National 
Government, and maintain and defend the 
sovereignty of the United States paramount 
to any and all allegiance, sovereignty or fealty 
or country whatsoever, and that they will 
obey all ordersof superior officers. Any Cadet 
refusing to take this oath is to be dismissed 
from the Academy. 

Mr. Vallandigham objected. A personal 
Colloquy took place between Mr. Olin and Mr. 
Vallandigham. 

Mr. Slovens moved to lay the billon the 
table. Motion lost. The bill was subsequent- 
ly passed. 

Mr. Spaulding offered a resolution, which 

was adopted, that, the Senate concurring, both 
Houses close the present session on Friday 
next, at noon. 

Mr. English, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs; reported a bill for the temporary in- 
crease af tho number of acting midshipmen 
at the Naval Academy. He explained that 
the effect would be to add 184 new pupils, 
there being 120 vacancies from the disloyal 
States. 

Mr. Burnett opposed the bill. Passed. 
' Mr. Kice, of Ksssftchusett*, from the Naval 
Committe, reported a bill authorizing the con- 
struction of twelve small sidewheel steamers 
of light draught and great swiftness, and ap- 
propriating Sl.200.000 for the purpose. lie 
Skid that the naval force was not adequate to 
maintain an effective blockade and suppress 
privateering. The Department is engaged in 
ascertaining what vesselsare suitable for these 
purposes. The steamers proposed, being of 
light draught, can penetrate into bayous nnd 
inlet-, and cau each carry one or two guns. 

Passed. 

Mr. Potter, from the Serect Committee ap- 
pointed to ascertain the number of persons 
employed In the several departments who are 
known to entertain sentiments of hostility to 
the Government and have refused to take the 
oath of allegiance, made a report to-day, in 
part. The Committee asked leave to continue 
the same during the recess of Congress. 
Agreed to. 



The Flag ok Tkuue.— That flag of truce 
which Gen. McDowell sent by Major Wads- 
worth to the Confederate lines the other day, 
Is "a thing of beauty" after tho storm and' 
desolation of battle. God s mercy on us. we , 
are not the vile creatures upon this fair land | 
that the wretched sensation scribblers of tbe 
day woul l pretend we are. There is a human 
tie between tho North and South yet; nnd 
though it may never bring us together again 
in political unity, it may establish that genial 
sympathy and kindliness of sentiment which 
wells up in the exclamation, "Let there be 
peace between thee and me." 

The flag of truce went down to "the ene- 
my - lines,'' says the record, to make arrange- 
ments for the care rrf the wounded and the 
burial of the dead. The enemy's lines I What 
a word between Americans! Well, what 
then.' What was the "rebel ' reply? "No. 
You cannot lie admitted here. Wo II slaughter 
your wounded, and leave them as carrion to the 
buzzards.' This we might infer from the 
w icked and malicious stories which have been 
put afloat by those ready to pander to the 
vilest passions of humanity. Such, however, 
was not the response. With a proper respect 
for their own security, they declined to admit 
an indiscriminate search, or entrance of sur- 
geons and ambulances within their lines, but 
a-sured the courier that "they would take as 
good care of the Federal wounded as of their 
own." And who doubts the pledge. Not a 
man in all the North. They know that they 
are in the hands of men with like passions 
and feelings as ourselves, and the claim of hu- 
manity will be faithfully and honorably re- 
spected. 

When Winthrop fell at Great Bethel he 
was interred with the honors of war. When 
Garnett fell at Rich -Mountain, his body was 
decently attired and received with the honors 
of war at Grafton, and tenderly transferred 
to his friends. Tho "honors of "war" at best 
are empty and vague enough; but the genial 
influences of /humanity we can respect and 
admire. Let us hope that this humanity will 
at least distinguish this war and honor our'i 
people. 

The word "rebel" has become common to 
our vocabulary, and is flippantly used by 
those who are unwilling to believe or to re- 
flect for a moment that our Southern brethren 
are engaged in a contest for their rights. 
Whether those rights were endangered, or 
whether they have taken the bc-t means for 
their defense, we need not discuss here. They 
have acted as they thought best, and are now 
fighting for what they believe to be their 
rights and independence. Wo may call them 
"rebels;" the same term has been applied to 
men who were fighting for their rights and in- 
dependence before, but it did hot injure them. 
And tho " rebels" of the revolution set the roy- 
alists of that day examples of bravery, patri- 
otism, and humanity. Let us not need sueh 
examples, but emulate each other — North and 
South — in maintaining rather than ignoring 
the humanities of our race. — Baltimore Hun. 



Tin: "Dead and the Missing" — Bow-

letter to the Times of Friday, written from 
Washington. It leaves a dreadful apprehen- 
sion in the public mind: 

As to the loss of the Federal forces, I doubt 
much if the aggregate will ever be correctly 
ascertained. The list rolls in the hands of the 
Colonels, Captains, or Lieutenants killed, cap- 
tured, or absconded, will forever place it be- 
yond the power of an able commander, w hich 
Gen. McDowell is evidently not. to know the 
full extent of the defeat of the day. Many a 
family circle mav miss a bravo and devoted 
son and brother, but it is doubtful if his loss 
will find its way upon tho records at Wash- 
ington for some weeks to come. Time, ofl 
course, may develop that such ami such com- 
rade is gone, but whether killed or captured, j 
must remain a secret until such a period as > 
may enable the contestants to compare notes I 
and exchange such captives as may remain 
in their possession.

Whereafij numerous applications have boon 
mailt' to inc from lnany good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, prnying me to issue a procla- 
mation f'orbitldiii!; the march of any forces of 
this or any other ^tale or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces ni Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any Otherwise the peaceful altitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between tho United States 
■nd the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous application, from like gi>od citizens 
of thifl Commonwealth have also been made 
| to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
i forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by anv 
| force of the United States for any purpose. 

And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
• every indication of public sentiment, that it 
I ft the determined purpose of the good people 

1 of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
lirmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
| proposing or intending no invasion Ar ag- 
grc.-.-inli towards any other Stato or Mates, 
j forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
! soil by eilher of the ho-tile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
( and lamentable strife, for the existence of 
i w hich Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
j nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is. in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 

uhio river, andprotect Kentucky, generally, 

from the ravages of a deplorable war. And 
whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 

Ouard," composed as it is of gentlemen 

equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
!>■; used ayuitisf t/ic Federol Cfocemment nor the 
Coii/rd, rale State*, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her right.-, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her people, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a sue- 
cessful mediator between them; ami in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
i it n> of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
Union, at the point of thebayonet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of tlie "State Guard,'' 

Now, therefore, I. BBBlA 11 -M AG0FF1 X. 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of ail her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
j united, and especially the "United State.-" 
end the '-Confederate States," that 1 solemnly 
: forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
| tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
piece whatever within the lawful bouudary 
j and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. 1 also hereby especi- 
allyund solemnly forbid all good citizensof this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
' State Guard'' or otherwise, making any w ar- 
like or hostile demonstrations whatever against 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto: to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawf ul avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood' and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorabio ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same lime earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tion.- to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
